Continuation of 3. NOTE: The range of 160-200 degrees was not previously recited in the claims. 
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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant does have a baisi for the proposed 
range and the examiner has considered if this might clearly place the application in condition form allowance. In doing so, the examiner 
notes the teachings of mold temperature of 50-180 degrees in formng optical recording media (Takahashi et al. '500 at (8/7-8). The resin 
temperature is much higher, by the mold tepmerature enbraces most of the applicant's disclosed range. Therefore merely excluding the 
range of 100-160 degrees would not place the application in condition form allowance. The examiner notes the claims for priority, but 
cannot accord the applicant that until a certified translation of the priority document is in the file. The applicant's representative should be 
careful about raising this line of argument without the translation in the record as it might affect the defensability of any patent issued in 
part upon this basis. The amendment has not been entered, so the arguments are somewhat moot. Clearly the rejections of the cancelled 
claims would be withdrawn and another reference would have to be used for the newly added temperature range. The examinter points 
out that takahashi et al. '500 cited would fill that need.. / A /I/ 
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
